Gompers feared that Dawes 
had persuaded the president to back 
up the big employers of labor, who 
undoubtedly, would like to see the 
closed shop abolished. UHarding has 
a wholesome respect for the opinions 
of Dawes and draws heavily on this 
man of affairs for advice.

These feature developments were 
concurrent with a sensational state- 
ment from Simmons in which he open- 
ly charged that under the Evans ad- 
ministration “the invisible empire has

Vote to Aid Simmons. 

It was understood that a majority 
ot the members of the kloncilianm 
were hastily summoned Monday night 
and voted support of Simmons.

it is doing in its insurance division. 

That there have been and perhaps 
are flagrant abuses in this new de- 
partment of federal service is very 
probably true. Certain it is that 
many changes have taken place in its 
directing personnel, and many charges 
of irregularities have been made from 
seemingly responsible sources, 

That politics has been permitted 
to permeate the service, both from 
without and within, there is no ques- 
tion. That petty and major jealousies 
are running the gamut of its many 
thousands of employees is very prob- 
ably true. 

That the investigation that is being 
conducted by the senate should be 
thorough, fearless, and rigid, is de- 
manded for the best interests of the 
hundreds of thousands of ex-service 
men who are yet-involved in its func- 
tioning, and for the best interests of 
the country. 

But—let us not forget what this 
of service is doing, what 
it has done, what is proposed 
for it to do, and instead of criticizing 
the service remove from it any de- 
fects, whether large or small, criminal 
or not, so that its usefulness may not 
be impaired, and so that it may have 
the undivided support of the people.

‘nsurance to the men and their fam- 
ilies who were disabled or killed. be- 
fore they had the privilege of apply- 
ing for the contract (term) insur- 
ance, 

There were approximately five mil- 
lion applications for insurance grant- 
ed alone, ranging in amounts of $1,- 
000 and in multiples of $500 up to 
$10,000, the maximum amount grant- 
ed to any one person. 

There were approximately 45 billion 
dollars’ worth of insurance granted 
to sailors, soldiers, marines, yeomen 
and army nurses and all else who en- 
listed (almost as much as all of the 
commercial companies put together), 
and this is just one of the activities 
of the bureau. 

The war risk insurance bureau was 
hurriedly called together and it was 
a great problem to get sufficient per- 
sonnel to handle correspondence and 
desk work, pertaining to this busi- 
ness. 

The bureau was at that time housed 
in 16 separate buildings throughout 
the city of Washington, making the 


‘administrative work almost impossible 


It is now, however, in one big build- 
ing on the corner of Vermont avenue 
and H street N. W. (the old Arling- 
ton hotel site). a 

This building covers one vast city 
block and is estimated to be able to 
house over 17.000 people.

On August 6, 1921. the war risk 
insurance act was again amended and 
the war risk insurance bureau was 
changed into the United States Vet- 
erans’ bureau.

There are many things these boys 
have undergone of which we know 
nothing and of which they will not 
talk, but these terrible experiences 
have had an immense influence on 
the morale of the country.

Views have been so changed, and 
the horizons or mental visions have 
been so enlarged that the boys from 
the coal mines, who had never been 
above the earth before, and those who 
had been willing to spend their lives 
in the most remote mountainous re- 
gions, after a season in “Gay Paree” 
have no desire to go back to the mines 
or the mountains. They have come 
to the cities 

Teachers have forsaken their schoo] 
rooms, clerks have left their clerical 
positions, Preachers have left the 
pulpit, lawyers deserted the court- 
rooms, all with a view of expand- 
ing. Farmers have left their farms 
with a desire for a change. Laborers 
have shifted from one location to an- 
other with a feeling of unrest and 
dissatisfaction which is unparalleled 
in the world’s history. 

These are the men and women for 
whom the veterans’ bureau was oric- 
inated. We, for whom their suffer- 
ing and privation has been made, 
must take into consideration that the 
world is undergoing the most radical 
change that has ever been known, and 
this cannot be done without leaving 
its impress on the morale of the coun- 
try. There is a restlessness that 
must be stilled. There is a calmness 
that must be found. There is a con- 
lentment that must be had—for these 
horrified war shocked men. They 
do not want sympathy, they want to 
establish again their places and be of 
economie value to the world, as they 
were 1n their pre-war days. 

The veterans’ bureau was organized 
to deal with brains, hearts and souls. 
It is an institution more powerful in 
its scope, broad in its development 
than any other institution in the 
world. It has more weight than any 
other institution created, or even aj] 
of the combined institutions created. 

It is sending men to college all over 
the country who never dreamed they 
would have this opportunity.

Small Again Writes 
On Religious Freedom 
And the Constitution

Well, well, here it is again! 

Now, I reckon, I will have to come 
back st the callow age of 72 and go to 

school to learn 
American history 
and constitutional 
law all over again, 
Yet that should not 
be such a hardship, 
seeing that my 
erudite and much- 
admired friend, 
Mrs, Julia O’ Keefe 
Nelson, has volun- 
teered to be the 
truant officer and 
chase -Small Sam- 
mie back to his 

boonbooks. 
Since sbe has 
qualified herself as 
‘a achool commis- 
sioner,” a “Daugh- 
Sam Small. ter of the Ameri- 
can Revolution” and “a loyal Geor- 
gian,” to make protest against my 
“astonishing perversion of history,” 
permit me to say that she hasn't “got 
anything on me,” for I am a collegi- 
ate trustee myself, a Son of the Revo- 
lution in the Georgia chapter and “a 
leyal Georgian” whose devotion to 
the history, traditions and fame of the 
Kmpire State is “wine that needs no 
bush.’ But facts are facts—-and facts 
are the bone and blood of truthful his- 

tory. 

I had no intention to be “unjustly 
scornful” in my references to the early 
settlers of. Virginia and Georgia, and 
feel sure no one well acquainted with 
the first annals of either colony would 
to read what I gaid of them. It would 
be tedious and superfluous to marshal 
herein all the historic authorities for 
the truth of what I said about the mo- 
tives of those who first planted the 
colonies at Jamestown and Savannah. 
Those motives were neither contempt- 
ible nor otherwise than both patriotic 
and philanthropic. lam not only not 
scornful of them, but am proud of 
them: but that does not change the 
character of the men who were in- 
duced to adventure with the pro- 
moters, 

Surely Mrs. Nelson does not mean 
to bave her pupils and readers believe 
with her that “Virginia settlers were 
not the first’ and that “those who 
braved the terrors of the Atlantic in 
the Mayflower were the first.” Just 
the plain dates of 1607 and 1620 con- 
found her statement. Of course, the 
Georgia colony was not planted until 

733. 

I respectfully repeat, with all due 
respect to Bishop Candler and Drs. 
Lyons and Brittain, that neither the 
Virginia colonists nor those of the 
Mayflower or of the Oglethorpe com- 
Many. came to America primarily in 
search of religious liberty. Those are 
fictions of religious rhetoric, but can 
be historically refuted, or else I will 
agree to eat a bale of hay in front of 
the Georgia capitol as another 
Baalam’s ass. 

The only passible dispute could be 
about that Mavflower crowd and as to 
them the question at once arises: Why 
should they find it necessary to come 
to the wilds of America “to find” the 
religious freedom of conscience that 
they had already found and been fully 
enjoying for a dozen years in Holland, 
with an organized and freely function- 
ing chureh at Leyden? 

I am afraid that my good Sister 
Nelson has not read the famous “May- 
flower Compact,” in which there is no 
reference to religious freedom, or the 
diary of Governor Bradford, in which 
he explains it as the outcome of the 
threats of “strangers” in the ship who 
boasted that when they should “hit the 
erit”’ in the new world they would 
“cut loose” and do as they pleased! 

Constitutional Religious Liberty. 

As to the frequent contention that 
the constitution of the United States 
guarantees religious liberty I sfill in- 
sist that the constitutional guaranty 
is that congress shall not establish a 
national church and shall not abridge 
the free exercise of whatever religion a 
citizen may profess that is not per- 
nicious to publie order. 

Sister Nelson did not read my article 
earefully, else she would not have 
missed the fact that the decision on the 
subject which I quoted was made by 
the supreme court of the United 
States—that almost omnipotent tri- 
bunal that declares and fixes the su- 
preme law of the Jand—and not by “a 
New Orleans court.” 

The great court from whose de- 
cisions added to the constitution we 
get the only national common law hus 
repeatedly announced that the first 
eight amendments to the constitution 
do not affect the states; they are pro- 
hibitions upon federal power only, and 
sy far as the first one relates to re- 
ligious freedom it simply recognizes a 
pre-existent and indefeasible natural 
rigbt and denies any power to congress 
to abridge it. But I refrain from load- 
ing this article with the quotations 
that would establish the exactness of 
my statement that the constitution 
makes no provision for the protection 
of the religious liberties of the citizens 
of the states; that the states only can 
do that—and all of them do so. 

What more can the most exacting 
religionist ask for? 

That First Amendment. 


But there is another question raised 
by Sister Nelson’s article that should 
be clarified, 

She quotes from a_ book by Rev. 
George McDaniel, of Riehmond, Va., 
that “the first amendment to the con- 


teeing freedom of speech, freedom of 
religion and the right to petition, was 
adopted largely through the activity 
of Baptists. They took the initiative 
in a letter to President Washington 
and a month later Madison, with 
Washington's approval, presented the 
amendment. ’ 

But Madison. “the father of the con- 
stitution,” in his famous report on 
the alien and sedition act resolutions 
of the Virginia general assembly 
(1799-1800) gives an entirely differ- 
ent account of bis action in the first 
eongress in proposing the twelve origi- 
nal amendments. ten of which were 
promptly ratified by the states. He 
records how the Virginia convention 
that ratified the constitution and of 
which be was the conspicuous leader, 
expressly embodied in its resolution 
of ratification that “among other 
essential rights, the liberty of con- 
science and of the press cannot be 
canceled, abridged, restrained or modi- 
fied by any authority of the United 
States.” and demanded the amendment 
cubsequently made as the first in or- 
der. And Madison says “similar 
recommendations having proceeded 
from a number of other states” con- 
gress promptly responded. 

Indeed, few persons know that the 
state conventions that ratified the 
original constitution pLroposed in the 
agyregate some two hundred amend- 
ments to be added to the document In 
a bill of rights. Madison reduced 
them to the twelve that were present- 
ed to the states. Ten were ratified 


‘and two are still pending in the states. 


Dr. Gambrell Was Right. 

I azree heartily with the eulogy 
that Sister Nelson gives to venerable 
Dr. Gambrell, whom knew and 
greatly loved. He had during the 
world war a bitter controversy with 
the secretary of war over the regula- 
tions made for religious services 
among the soldiers. He contended that 
the government officials bad no con- 
stitutional right to limit such services 
to the appointed chaplains, the Y. M. 
Cc. A. the Knights of Columbus. the 
Hebrew Welfare association and the 
Salvation Army. Iso wrote to him in 
the beat of the discussion and so ar- 
gued with the war department authori- 
ties.

VENTILATION FOR 
MORES. 

“[T teach a hygiene class, sopho 
mores, of 12 boys and girls,” writes 
a Michigan publie school teacher. “If 
you should send me any health ma- 
terial, especially on ventilation, I 
could use it to good advantage, and 
would be very grateful.” 

One of the many plans or schemes 
I have turned over in my mind ag 
long winter evenings, is the writing 
of textbooks for publie schools. 

I have great pleasure in presenting 
today a brief course in ventilation 
for sophomores; since this course is 
elementary, even freshmen are wel- 
come to jot it on their cuffs. 

Chapter I—Fresh air is cool air. 
It moves. Strive to seep cool and 
well, 

Chapter Il—Foul airisany old air 
whieh is dead. So are folks who 
strive to keep good and warm. The 
good die young. 

Chapter I1{—A draft is a current 
of air, a little refreshing breeze in- 
doors. It moves, to be sure, but it 
won’t bite you. Ventilation is impos- 
sible without draft. 

Chapter 1V—-Whenever the ther- 
mometer indicates a room tempera- 
ture above 68 degrees Fahrenheit, the 
air is foul and the room should be 
immediately ventilated. The idea!

temperature for a school room is 62 | 


degrees Fahrenheit, and for a work 
room, 6O degrees Fahrenheit. Arti- 
ficial warmth amounting to 70 de- 
grees no more is sure to make dull 
wits and tired bodies. 

Chapter V—The cracks and crey- 
ices about windows and doors insure 
sufficient ventilation in house? or ot- 
fices, provided the temperature 1s 
kept below the danger point, and no 
stoves or heaters without chimney 
connection pollute the air. 

Chapter VI—School rooms or other 
rooms where many persons congre- 
gate usually need larger openings to 
the outside air. ‘The simplest and 
best is an open window or two. If 
dust, Train, snow or wind blow in, 
the whole window may be covered 
with a sereen of ordinary unbleached 
muslin. With a window so equip- 
ped, and a thermometer monitor on 
the job. nobody will have to be car- 
ried. outdvors to take the air.

Disease Carriers.

Answer—The specific cause of 
searlet fever has not yet been deter- 
mined, though it is probably a type 
of Streptococcus. We know at least 
that the infection is conveyed in the 
nose and throat discharges almost 
exclusively, though possibly in the 
kidney and bowel discharges too. but 
the usual mode of infection is, like 
ull the other respiratory infections, 
via the invisible spray of moisture 
given off from nose and mouth when 
patient talks—this carries less than 
five feet. A dog or cat having access 
to the patient might carry ‘the in- 
fection, though I can cite no striking 
instance of such happening. I do 
know. however, that -a dog may har- 
bor diphtheria bacilli in his mouth 
or throat if he has access to a per- 
son ill of diphtheria.

The Sand Jack as 
| Applied to Taxation | 


Eilitor Constitution: When the new Que- 
bee bridge was built, in order to provide 
a foundation for one of its pliers, it was 
necessary to build a caisson, or big box, 55 
feet by 180 feet and sink it in the river 
until a solid foundation was reached. Such 
a box was built of large squared timbers, 
drift-bolted together, with a roof over the 
working chamber, which wag about @ feet 
from the bottom and several feet thick, and 
on which was placed masses of concrete te 
i;cause it to sink when the rock or dirt 
underneath was removed. 

Such a caisson would be larger than the 
Metropolitan theater building and heavier, 
for its walls had to be strong enough and 
sufficiently braced to resist the side pres 
sure of the mud and water, while the struc- 
ture had to be heavy enough to force it 
down in spite of the friction of the material 
it was passing through. 

Being so large, it was not considered 
safe to move the material from under 
the outside edges and the bulkhead parti« 
tions until 40 sand jacks were placed under 
the roof and the weight ef the whole 
caisson distributed over them. 

A sand jack is a simple and wonderful 
instrument consisting of a 29-inch steel 
cylinder closed at the bottom, having near 
the bottom two 8-inch holes with a sliding 
cover and a plunger consisting of a single 
piece of timber, fitting easily into the 
cylinder. ‘The cylinder was filled two- 
thirds full of sand, the plunger inserted 
and its upper end blocked against the 
roof. The operation of lowering consisted in 
opening--the lower holes and inserting a 
water jet, thus washing out the sand. 

These jacks worked admirably, the result 
being that the caisson was sunk absolntely 
level and in its proper location. This 
scheme wags followed through the entire 
sinking and seemed to materially facilitate 
the operation. 

Most wonderful devices are simple and 
any thoughtful novice can see ingenulty 
and simplicity of the sand jack, but it ig 
no more simple and effective than a taxa- 
tion device proposed by the mannfactorers 
and merchants on federal taxation of Chi- 
cago, They propose to tax the evergrowing 
increase of land values and not tax im- 
provements. It is well known that ag 
cities increase in size and population de- 
mands for more taxes increase proportion-. 
ately and as this increase in numbers and 
activities Increases the value of land thié 
value should be taxed for the purpose 
of relieving industry. If this were done 
in Atlanta, which promises to grow inte 
an enormous city, its fund for muolicipal 
needs would increase as population and 
business increased, and the tax problem 
would be solved as beautifully as the low- 
ering of the caisson. 

Land values have reached an altitude of 
$19.009,000 an acre in Leos Angeles, $158.- 
000,000 an acre in Chicago, and: $52,000,000 
in New York. Land is worth that amount 
because it will bring interest on that 
amount in rent, and is therefore a charge 
against business, not an asset, but a liabil- 
ity to progress, and such a tax can’t be 
shifted on the tenant.

Hearing on the petition for pardon 


of Lee Cross, Macon business man 
now serving a life term for murder, 
which was set for Thursday morning 
before the state prison commission, 
was postponed until April 149, be- 
cause the state was not represented.

FAILURES IN U. S. 
SHOW DECREASE, 
SAYS BRADSTREET’S 


New York, April o.—The March 
und first quarter returns of failures 


and liabilities confirm the weekly re- 
ports to Bradstreet’s which ‘have 
shown a swift ebbing of the tide of 
lu.lure since the first of this year, 
There were 1,696 failures recorded 
in March, an increase of 8.5 per cent 
over the shorter month of February, 
but a decrease of 23 per cent from 
January and of 26 per cent from the 
month of February a year ago.
